Each year, as the Christmas season a p ­ 
proaches, we find ourselves using a whole

Please bear in mind that our 
learned lexicographers—generally a hum ­ 
orless lot—are here using ‘corruption” in a 
purely technical, linguistic sense and are 
by no m eans traducing that splendid fig­ 
ure of folklore, Santa. 
“ Mistletoe''—well, here we find another 
rather unrom antic story behind the word. 
T ruth to tell the word 
comes 
from

Anglo-Saxon words for “ bird 
dropping” 
and “wig ” And since mistletoe looks as it 
does and since it grows parasitically 
on 
various trees, perhaps our forebears can

3. When buying electrical toys 
of any type, always look for the 
U L label.

Give Hints On 


Winter Driving 


W inter driving can be safe by 
being sensible about it. 
T h a t’s the statement m ade by 
Sergeant 
Edward 
Goldsworthy, 
com m ander of the Gladstone post 
of the Michigan State Police, iii 
calling attention to the fact that 
D ecem ber is one of the deadliest 
m onths of the year 
“D on’t spoil your holidays with 
an avoidable accident.” Sgt. Golds­ 
w orthy said. “By following a half 
dozen w inter driving suggestions 
you can greatly 
increase 
your 
safety. The trouble is, too many 
drivers don’t do these things and 
that is a big reason for the sta rt­ 
ling record that during December 
of the last five years nearly 800 
persons have been killed and a n ­ 
other 20,000 injured on Michigan 
highways. 
“If one driver follows these tips 
he will help to protect himself and 
others, but he will still be at the 
mercy of the driver who doesn’t. 
So ail drivers should think enough 
of each other and p e d e stria n s to 
cooperate in the suggestions and 
cut dow n the winter driving traf- I 
fie toll.” 
H ere are the tips: 
1. Be prepared to meet an.' situ­ 
ation on the road. 
2. Get the “feel” of the road. 
Try brakes 
occasionally 
while 
driving slowly and aw ay 
from 
traffic. Find out just how slippery 
the road is and adjust speed to 
road and weather conditions. 
3. K eep the windshield clear of 
ice and snow, fog and frost. Be 
sure headlights, windshield w ip­ 
er blades and defrosters are in top 
condition, 
4. Use tire chains on ice and 
snow. Chains 
will cut 
stopping 
distances about half and give foul 
to seven times more starting and 
climbing traction. 
5. P um p the car’s brakes to slow 
down or stop. Jam m ing on the 
brakes will lock wheels and throw 
the vehicle into a dangerous skid. i 
6. Follow other cars at a safe 
distance. It takes three to 12 times 
as far to stop on snow’ and ice as 
on dry pavement.
